quires six horses to draw his Holiness. At the 
Portal of the Palace I found a small body of Swiss 
guard, some with spears, and dressed in tri-color- 
ed ancient costume, with slashed doublets and 
hose, and a quadruple ruff around the neck. 
Another body of these men were formed in open 
column from the outer door of the chapel, through 
a large anti-apartment to the chancel. Through 
the ranks of these guards, the Cardinals, about 
forty in pumber, marched jn, to their respective 
places in the chapel. They came in, one by one, 





with great pomp and ceremony—each being pre- | 
ceded by a priest who bore his red cap, and fol- 
lowed by another who bore the train of his robes. 
On arriving at the front of the altar, it was ne- 
cessary. of course, that he should kneel for an 
instant—which, however, did not cost him much 
trouble, as he was assisted by his attendants, both 
in getting down and getting up. When seated, 
a priest sat at his feet to hold his hat and little 
toy-crown, and to adjust his robes for the various 
movements and positions required in the exercise 
ofthe morning. Several personages ofthe Pope’s 
personal and political household made their ap- 
pearance in black court dresses, and wear- 
ing stecl swords.—When every thing was ready, 
the Pope entered from the Palace by a private 
door. Before him marched one of the household 
bearing the golden tiara, for he wore the mitre. 
He was followed closely, by two cardinals, who 
Lore the train of his robes, and he was attended 
on entering by many priests, prelates and others, 
all having their appropriate office—among them 
were the mace-bearers, and an officer, bearing the 
dignified appellation of the Roman Senator. At 
the moment of his entering, twelve officers in uni- 
form, all young noblemen, with drawn swords, 
formed a semi-circle around the door-way of the 
chancel. On passing the altar, the Pope stopped 
to kneel—one attendant taking off and putting on 
his mitre, others adjusting his robes, and others 
assisiing to ease him down and raise him up. 
When the Pope was seated on his throne, which 
is erected on the side of the chapel nearthe Altar, 
the cardinals began a procession, and presenting 
themselves before him in succession had the hon- 
or of kissing his hand, which his Holiness gra- 
ciously extends to each in turn, covered, howev- 
er, with the golden hem of his garment. After 
this ceremony, the religious exercises are com- 
rie need, j 
betore the Pope, at the commencement and close 
otevery separate service. Wheuthe Pope would 
condeseend to look into a book, it was held be 
fore him by a canon kneeling. Whenever any of 
the numerous retinue on service had oceasion to 
pass before the Pope, as happened almost every 
instant, it was never done without kneeling. 
Three st parate tithes incense Was offered betore 
lie throne and to him that sat upon it. Acanon 
who was entitled to this inestimable privilege on 
account of the peculiar part which he bore in the 
ceremonies, prostrated himself, tandem before the 
Vicevevent, and devoutly kissed his red slipper— 
Whieh was as near the holy toe as he conldeome. 
! same thing was done by the Monk who had 
e hong, to preach before him, immediately be- 
fore mounting the pulpit. After the sermon a 
priest kneeled beforethe Pope and prave d, at the 
close of which, the latter rose and graciously be- 
towed his blessing on the kneeling multitude 
around hin, siinply by stretching out his right 
hand and shaking the benedietions off from the 
ends of his fingers.—High mass was celebrated, 
ind at the end the Pope embraced three cardinals 
with a Pax tecum, and through them, by the same 
form, it was transmitted to the rest of the cardi- 
nals. The Pope then lett the throne and the 
chapel with the same circumstance with whiel 
he had entered, and immediately made his ap- 
pearance ata balcony of the Palace which looks 
outon the great square of Monte Cavallo. ‘Ten 
thousand persons were assembled in this square, 
including soldiers,and the whole mass dropped in- 
stantaneously on their knees, as his Holiness pre 
sented himself at the window, In this) position 
they received lis benediction, shaken off in the 
same manner as betore, from the ends of his holy 
tingers—about which, blinded | suppose by he re- 
sv, Lecould discover nothing remarkable, exce pt 
the flashes of light which shotout froma brilliant 
diamond whieh he sported on his hand 
Of the scene in the chapel | hardly dare suffer 
myself to speak beyond the faithful, though brief 
account | have already given you.

She made known her feel- 
ings to a Christian friend, who clearly pointed out to her | 
the nature of true religion, and Christ as the way, the 
truth.and the life. Ina few days, she obtained peace of 
conscience by the blood of sprinkling, and her joy now 
was as great as had been her dejection and hergrief. She 
visited and conversed with and warned her acquaintance ; 
and had particular conversation with some of the leading 
persons in the village,to whom she expressed her new 
views with great clearness. Her serious deportment, her 
uncommon solemnity. contrasted with the vain course for 
which she had been previously the subject of remark, so 
affected the minds of a number of the most influential per- 
sons in the village, that they could account for it on- 
ly by believing it to be the operation of an Almighty ener- 
gy. The last intelligence communicated from this village 
within a few weeks is, that a very pleasing attention to re- 
ligion now prevails.
